With ‘such words as these, this polished and 
cultured man, who is, nevertheless, a man of the 
people, combatted the Haywood-Giovanitti-Mann 
teaching that workmen should loaf, purposely 
botch their work and spoil machinery, in the name 
ot. “social justice.” 

Herr Scheidemann is 48 years old, and was a 
Socialist in belief long before he had reached the 
age of 18, the lowest. age at which members are 
received into the party organization. The current 
issue of the Review of Reviews refers to him as 
the successor of the late August Bebel, the great- 
est Socialist of his time. As a printer’s appren- 
tice in his native city of Cassel, he read proofs 
of Socialist articles, and the mechanical task was, 
for him, an education in political doctrine. 


Looks Like Prosperous Business Man. 


IS appearante is that of a prosperous busi- 
LH ness. man or a successful lawyer. His 
eyes are large and "‘prominent—the con- 
nection of large eyes and large intellects is al- 
most proverbial—and _ his skin is as fair as a choir 
boy’s.. One notices this. the more because of his 
symmetrical, shining baldness. His light beard is 
carefully trimmed, and his natfls' are polished. 

Nine hundred St. Louis Socialists gathered at 
the Victoria Theater Monday night to hear Scheid- 
emann speak in his own language, which was also 
the ancestral language.of most of the audience. 
I think I am safe in calling the hearers Sod¢ial- 
ists, from the prompt unanimity with which they 
arose when Chairman Hoehn pronounced the 
name of August Bebel. 

If I were a Socialist, I might wish there had 
been. fewer Socialists and more non-Socialists 
there—provided the visitors could have under- 
stood the speaker. For such a speech as Scheide- 
mann made would go far toward removing the 
suspicion and apprehension with which many 
Americans still regard Socialism. It would also 
suggest that the rapid advance of-Socialism in 
Europe is not so much to be worried about as 
some students of world politics would have us 
think. " ’ 

True, it is not Mkely that all Socialist leaders, 
in Germany or any European country, are like 
Scheidemann. Neither, it might also be said, are 
all the -conspicuous figures of dominant Ameri- 
can parties Wilsons, or Hugheses, or Beveridges. 
The Socialists, like other political bodies, have 
the right to be judged by their best men, or at 
least to have thoce men taken into consideration 
when a judgment is formed. 

There was an orderly aspect about the Vic- 
toria Theater demonstration. The music was not 
the tumultuous outburst of the “Marseillaise,” of 
which some Socialist bodies are fond. It was, in- 
stead, the harmonious singing of a body of work- 
ing men, who almost filled the stage, and whose 
merit as a chorus would stand comparison with 
that of.the Apollo or the Amphion Club. “Empor 
zum Licht” (Upward to the Light) was the first 
song, and the refrain, “Erwacke, Volk, Er- 
wacks” (Wake, People, Wake), came out with 
rousing force.

In his speech, and in an interview on the day 
following, the German leader talked of cass 
strife (“Klassenkampf”) without prescribing class 
hatred or class warfare of violence as = remedy. 
When he predicted than in 15 years the Social 
Democrats would be in a majority in Germany, he 
added. 

“Then, if the rich men wish to leave Germany, 
they can emigrate to America, as the poor people 
o? the empire have long been doing.’’ 

But he preferred to think that, when the work- 
ing class prevails, all men will become workers, 
thus ending class conflict. 

“And when the Socialists gain the ascendency,” 
I asked him, “what will they do?” It was an 
old question, yet one which seems pertinent when 
the question of giving control to the Socialists is 
under discussion. ’ 

“When the Socialists gain political supremacy,” 
he replied, “they will establish equal rights for 
all. As to the ways in which this can be done, we 
know now a great deal more than we did before 
we had any political experience, and We shall 
know more before that time comes.” 

“What will become of the monarchy when So- 
cialism prevails in Germany?” 


Not Worried About M onarchy’s Fate. 
66 HAT is the least of our anxieties,” he 
T replied, with a hearty laugh. “The 
monarchy does not necessarily cost 
more than a republican form of government. That 
problem will solve itself when the time comes.” 
Herr Scheidemann then -spoke of municipal 
ownership and other issues on. which Socialism 
has gdined ground in Germany. Remembering 
a remark of Kier Hardie, to the effect that So- 
clalists do not put all their principles into their 
platforms, I suggested that the things he had 
mentioned were only a part of Socialism. 

“They are only the vorspiel of Socialism,” re- 
plied Scheidemann, in Wagnerian speech. 

“Then what is Socialism?” I asked, conscious 
that the question was one which every Socialist 
is weary of hearing, also that it was somewhat 
like asking “What is electricity?” 

Scheidemann stretched his arms apart to in- 
dicate the bulk of the volumes which it would 
take to answer the question. I suggested a defi- 
nition which I had heard—‘“State ownership. of 
ali the means of production and distribution.” 

“Ah, yes,” said Scheidemann, “it means that— 
mines, forests, factories, machinery, railroads, all 
to belong to the people. But even that is still but 
the vorspiel. Socialism is the ideal government of 
the people. It is not communism, it is not an- 
archy. It is the rule of the majority for all the

Once Fined for Writing Editarial. 


HE days of Russian tactics toward the 
German Socialists, he explained, were 
the days of Bismarck. The Iron ‘Chan- 

cellor, he declared, placed the Socialists, in the 
most ordinary political activities, outside the law, 
forbade their meetings and imprisoned: their 
leaders. Scheidemann, one of the newer genera- 
tion of Socialist leaders, was never imprisoned, 
but he was once arrested and fined 200 marks for 
an editorial ‘written by him for his paper in 
Giessen. 

As to the backwardness of Socialism in, the 
United States, compared with the Fatherland, 
Scheidemann hesitated to undertake an explana- 
tion. He mentioned the diversity of races in 
America as one force which, at this time, might 
work against the Socialist ideal of united effort 
for the common good.

“drunkenness,” from the day of tne 
honeymoon until the hour she Ieft 
him. 

Justice Stafford ruled that the 
proof submitted by the attorney for 


Madame de Pastor is not sufficient to 
sustain her suit. The case was sub- 
mitted without argument last month. 
A few more days were given for the 
presentation of other evidence. 

Carrying out the new rule of the 
district courts Justice Stafford lifted 
the secrecy from the De Pastor suit 
and made public the charges. 

Miss Constance Lee and Senor de 
Pastor Were married in Baltimore in 
June, 1906. The husband was then 
charge d'affaires of the Spanish le- 
gation here, but later was sent to 
Paris and is now stationed at Pekin. 
The wife's petition for annulment 
was filed last June, 

In her sworn statement, Madame 
de Pastor charges that*her husbdana 
was addicted to tne use of alcohol 
and drugs. Following tne wedding 
ceremony, she says, he drank on the 
train to New York. On reaching the 
hotel at New York he failed to regis- 
ter his wife’s name, and when the 
clerk called his attention to tne 
omission he said: “Oh, by Jove, .my 
wife, I quite forgot!” 

Senor de Pastor is charged by his 
wife with having “spells.” His wife 
says that he was drinking heavily In 


six or eight days’ stay.” 

Upon his arrival in Pekin, Madame 
de Pastor swears, Senor de Pastor 
was very drunk, exceedingly so. “The 
30 days I spent there was iIndescrib- 
able,” the petition for. annulment 
says.

Preparations by the Navy. 

The Navy Department took action 
today which forecasts a long stay in 
Mexican waters for the American 
warships off: the Atlantic coast of 
Mexico, In this connection the Navy 
Department issued the following 
statement: ; 

“In order to keep the naval vessels 
on the east coast of Mexico supplied 
with fresh meats and other fresh 
provision, it has been decided to 
send the supply ship Cudgoa with a 
cargo of these stores from New York 
to Vera Cruz in the course of a few 
‘weeks.

WHEELS OF GREAT 
PUWER PLANT ARE 


$12,000,000 Project Finished 
and 80,000 H. P. Current Is 
Sent to Los Angeles. 


FRESNO, Cal., Nov. 8&-—The Big 
Creek power plant started this morning 
transmitting 80,000 horsepower from 
Fresne County to Los Angeles. It is 
one of the longest transmission lines in 
the world. It is controlled by the Pa- 
cific Light and Power Corporation, 
The dam at Big Creek was begun 
two years ago, and the plant cost $12,- 
000,000. It entailed the building of a 
mountain railroad of 656 miles, wagon 
roads of 125 miles, and six miles of 
tunnel 12 feet in diameter drilled 
through solid rock. 

The transmission lines contain $&,000,- 
000 pounds of aluminum, which equals 


for one year. The water drops over 
2000 feet in steel pipes, giving a pres- 
sure of 1000 pounds to the square inch. 
There are two power houses costing 
$500,000. Sixty thousand men were em- 
ployed in the construction work.

Job Without Bother. 

There wili be no treaties to ad- 
judicate, and no political affairs 
to bother with, for the adminis- 
tration ‘will see to that for a year 
and you would not be tied to St. 
Petersburg, but would have trips 
to Berlin and Vienna and the oth- 
er capitals of Europe, and also 
Stockholm and perhaps Copen- 
hagen and the attendant delights 
that go with such trips. 

You would meet with the de- 
lightful companionship of the En- 
glish and other officers connect-~- 
ed with the various legations at 
St. Petersburg, and would be so- 
clally and officially treated, as 
my letters to those abroad would 

‘serve you. 

I think you have a little daugh- 
ter. Think what it would mean 
to her, all the remainder of her 
life, to say that her father had 
been Minister to Russia and of 
all the honor and prestige that 
will go with it to the third and 
fourth generation. 

Year of High Honors. 

If you will accept this posttion 
for a year, kindly wire me at 
once. I have the Secretary on the 
telephone and am writing this 
letter after the most confidential 
conference with him. 

No diplomatic matters will be 
taken up during your sérvice and 
you’ will have all the honors of 
having been Ambassador to Rus- 
sia; but, if you accept this post- 
tion, it must be with the under- 
standing that you will resign on 
the first of October, 1914,. and 
then you will be able to, and-no 
doubt glad to, return to your 
business interest in Peoria and 
your paper. 

You will not have to be at the 
expense of a permanent residenca 
as are other Ambassadors and 
you will have in your family 

_ forever the honor that must ac- 
company the holding of such a 
position. And in doing this you 
will please the President and also 
your g00d friend, Secretary 
Bryan. Please considér this con- 
fidential im all its parts, and 
answer, too.

Three hundred persons rushed to the 
main exits of the Broadway Theater, 
East St. Louis, at 10:15 last night, after

No at- 
tention seemed to be paid to the side 
exits, which were marked by red lights, 
and all concentrated on the front door. 
An usher who tried™to tell the people 
that there was ‘‘no danger,”’ and to 
keep them back, was pushed out ahead 
of the crowd. . 

It was also impossible to quiet the 
panic by having the orchestra play the 
“Star-Spangled Banner,”’ as there was 
no orchestra. The electric piano's 
strains kept on, but had no soothing 
effect. The fire was put out by New- 
ton, with no other damage than the 
loss of the film and the scorching of a 
seat.

Man: Is Taken in Chicago on 
Charge of Using Mails to 
Defraud With His Ads. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 8.—T. W. Upton was 
arrested on a Federal indictment here 
today in what is said to be the first of 
a series of prosecutions contemplated 
by the Government against advertising 
specialists in men’s diseases. Upton Is 
charged with E. F. Andrews and L. H. 
Staples, both of Omaha, with using the 
mails to defraud, in advertising the 
State Medical Institute at Omaha. The 
institute is one of several branches in 
middle Western cities conducted by Dr. 
Howe & Co. of which Upton is man- 
ager. 

According to the indictment, the in- 
stitute was advertised as ‘‘an old; re- 
liable medical institute, conducted by a 
large staff of skilled specialists of rec- 
ognized ability.’’ 

These representations, 
the Government, “were false, fraudu- 
lent and misleading statements.’’ The 
indictment also states that advertise- 
ments sent through the mails were. ‘so 
framed as to particularly attract the 
attention of and excite the fears and 
prey upon the minds of boys and 
young men.”’

INDICTED MEN IN 
E ST. LOWS SEEK 
AN OUTSIDE WWDGE 


Accused Officials File Motions 
Objecting to Vandeventer 
or Flannigen. 


Judge Vandeventer of East St. Louis, 
following the finding of 59 indictments 
yesterday by the St. Clair County graft 
grand jury, refused motions by attor- 
neys representing indicted city officials, 
who sought to obtain immediately 
changes of venue from Judge Vande- 
venter. The Judge permitted the filing 
of motions, and, at the request of State’s 
Attorney Webb, delayed action on them 
until next Saturday. : 

The indicted officials and former offi- 
cials do not seek to take the cases from 
East St. Louis for trial, but allege that 
they cannot have a fair trial before 
either Judge Vandeventer or Judge 
Flannigen of the two divisions of the 
Bast St. Louis City Court. 

If the Judges finally approve ‘the mo- 
tions they may call upon any Circuit 
Judge in Illinois to sit at the trials. 

Grand Jury’s Second Report. 

The motions were presented a short 
time after the grand jury had made its 
second report, in which indictments were 
found against nine on charges which in- 
cluded embezzlement, robbery and un- 
lawful contracts with the city. Eight 
of the same officials were indicted with 
16 others in the first report of the jury 
Oct. 22. Those indicted yesterday are: 

CHARLES 8S. LAMBERT, Mayor in 
1911 and 1912. Charged in 13 indict- 
ments with embezzlement from the 
city of $16,215. This charge is based 
on alleged payments of bond 
coupons which already had been 
paid. 

E. FRED GEROLD, City Treas- 
urer under Lambert. Charged in ‘one 
indictment with .withholding $50,000 
of city funds from his successor; in 
19 indictments with embezzling $16,215, 
and in. 2% indictments with unlawfully 
engaging in contracts with the city. 

JOHN J. FAULKNER, former 
Comptroller. Charged in seven in- 
dictments with embezzlément of $2410 
of the above $16,215. 

WILLIAM R. RODENBERGER, 
succeeded Faulkner as Comptroller. 
Charged in six indictments with em- 
bezzlement of $3815 of the above $16,- 
215. 

LESTER J. GRIGSBY, Chief of 
Detectives. Charged with robbery by 
force and intimidation. 

FRED MOORE, secretary to Chief of 
Police. Charged jointly with Grigsby. 
He had not teen indicted previously. 

RUDOLPH HUSCHLE, member of 
‘City Council. Charged in four indict- 
ments with unlawfully engaging in 
contracts with the city. 

CLAUS EB. TIETJE, member of the 
Council; four indictments, same 
charge. 

WILLIAM H. DEGEN, member of 
the Council; six tndictments, same 
charge. 
City’s Loss $16,21% 

The embezzlement indictments, con- 


sidered the most important of those 


returned yesterday, deal exclusively 


with charges that former City Treas- 


urer E. Fred Gerold paid to himself 
interest coupons on city bonds, ag- 
gregating $16,215, which previously 
had been paid by his predecessor, 
Frank Holten. Former Mayor Charlés 
S. Lambert, who signed the warrants 
on which Gerold receivel money, and 
former Comptrollers John J. Faulkner 
and William R, Rodenberger, who 
signed the warrants and the vouch- 
ers on ‘which they were issued, were 
made .defendants with Gerold. 

The evidence on which the indict- 


uncancelled bonds and coupons, which 
had been paid by Holton,. were. paid 
again to Gerold at different times 
after he became treasurer. 

One indictment returned yesterday 
charges that Gerold failed to turn 
over to his successor $50,000. This is 
based on an Illinois statute, which 
requires outgoing’ officers to turn 
over to their successors within five 
days all moneys and recoris of the 
office. The indictment alleges that 
Gerold has not yet made a settle- 
ment with his successor, although his 
term of office expired May 5. 

The charge of $50,000 also is said 
to include approximately $25,000, 
which Gerold is alleged to have re- 
tained as commission ~-on tax collec- 
tions. The Tllinois law permits tax 
collectors to retain .2 per cent of 
collections, up to $1500. Gerold was 
sued by the city a year ago for $11,- 
000 commissions retained, and the 
suit was compromised on a 20 per 
cent basis. 

Unlawful Contracts Alleged. 
The indictments against Gerold and 
Councilmen Tietje, Degen and Huschle 
charge that they entered into un- 
lawful contracts with the city. Ger- 
old is alleged to have worked teams 
on the streets under fictitious names 
and the names of other persons. 
Huschle is alleged to have had teams 
working for the city, Degen is al- 
leged to have furnished livery serv- 
fce to the city, and Tietje is: alleged 
to have sold groceries to the city. 
Under the Illinois law, Gerold, who 
had no vote on the payments to him- 
self, can, if convicted on these 
charges, be fined, the maximum pen- 
alty being $10,000. The members of 
the Council, however, may, if con- 
victed, be sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for from one to five years. 
The indictment of Chief of Detec- 
tives Grigsby on a charge of robbery 
is his second indictment. The jury

He. made his senégational 
flight on Aug. 17, and a few days later 
was arrested near Coaticook, Canada. 
Thaw’s attorneys announced that they 
would immediately fille an amendment 
to their petition for a writ of habeas 
cotpus, application for which was made 
spoon after Thaw was arrested in this 
State, following his deportation from 
Canada. The original petition was 
based on the allegation that Thaw was 
indicted for conspiracy by the Datchess 
County grand jury. 

Thaw was not present when Gov. 
Felker announced his decision at the 
capital to the attorneys representing the 
fugitive and the State of New York, He. 
will remain heré in the custory of 


Drew pending the Federel proceedings. 
Gov. Felker’s Decision, 
In granting the extradition, Gov. 
Felker. said: 
“By the petition of Gov. Glynn and the 
coompenying papers, it appears that the 
wfand jury of the’County of New 
York has duly returned into the open 
court an indictment against Mr. Thaw. 
That is sufficient to warrant the arrest, 
arraignment and trial of the respondent, 
if he may be found within the State 
Whereir the indictment is pending. 
“It is furthermore sufficient to estab- 
lish that Mr. Thaw is—if found in any 
State or country while such indictment 
is pending—a fugitive from justice 
“The provisions of the Federal Consti- 
tution and the acts of Congress enacted 
to give forcée.and effect thereto, as con- 
strued by the court of last resort upon 
such matters, limit me to the considera- 
tion of the question (1), whether the

TWO-THIRDS. VOTE MAY 
NOW CALL METAL STRIKE 


Unions Adopt Resolution 
Whereby No Men May Return 
to Work Unless All Do. 


SEATTLE, Wash, Nov. 8 —The 
metal trades department of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor today adopt- 
ed a resolution proposed by the dele- 
gates of the Machinists’ Union that 
strikes may be called on a vote of 75 
per cent of the International Unions, 
or two-thirds of the members in- 
volved, by 1213 to 1096 votes. 

J. F. Valentine of the Molders’ 
Union, chairman of the Laws Commit- 
tee of the department led the fight 
in favor of individual action. The 
resolution provides that no single 
union can reach an agreement and 
send its men back to work until all 
of the unions involved have secured a 
settlement. 

The machinists were supported in 
their fight for united action by the 
blacksmiths, metal polishers, stove 
mounters and sheet metal workers, 
with split delegations of the boiler- 
makers and stationary engineers. 

The molders were aided by the pat- 
tern makers and plumbers. 

“The passing of this amendment to 
the laws department means united 
action,” said William H. Johnston, 
president of the machinists. “It wil 
mean that one union cannot remain 
at work when the others go out en

BERLIN, Nov. §-—The National 
Zeitung’s correspondent at Yalta in 
the Crimea telegraphs that reports

SEATTLE, Wash, Nov. 8-—The 
metal trades department of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor today adopt- 
ed a resolution proposed by the dele- 
gates of the Machinists’ Union that 
strikes may be called on ‘a vote of 75 
per cent of the International Unions, 
or two-thirds of the members in- 
volved, by 1213 to 1096 votes. 

J. F. Valentine of the Molders’ 
Union, chairman of the Laws Commit- 
tee of the department led the fight 
in favor of individual action. The 
resolution provides that no single 
union can reach an agreement and 
send its men back to work untfl all 
of the unions involved have secured a 
settlement. 

The machinists were supported in 
their fight for united action by the 
blacksmiths, metal polishers, stove 
mounters and sheet metal workers, 
with split delegations of the boiler- 
makers and stationary engineers. 

The molders were aided by the pat- 
tern makers and plumbers. 

“The passing of this amendment to 
the laws department means united 
action,” said William H. Johnston, 
president of the machinists. “It will 
mean that one union cannot remain 
at work when the others go out en

FLAGSHIP OF U.S, 


FLEET CHEERED UN 


ARRIVAL AT MALTA: 


American Sailors Treated So 
Well That They Declare 
They Feel at Home. 


By Associated Press. 

MALTA, Nov. 8—The Wyoming, the 
flagship of the United States Atlantic 
battleship fleet, under command of Rear 
Admiral Charles J. Badger, steamed 
into port today and was heartily 
cheered by great throngs of spectators, 
The Wyoming is the largest and most 
powerful warship yet seen at Malta. She 
will remain here until Tuesday next, 
when she will proceed toward Naples. 

A large number of the crew swarmed 
ashore a short time after the arrival 
af the battleship, and were met. by 
groups of British sailors and soldiers, 
the men fraternizing cordially and 
making the streets lively. 

The Americans expressed themselves 
as feeling quite at home, They. began 
to enjoy the visit, as the American Gov- 
ernment had particularly requested that 
authorities at the points which the fleet 
is visiting dispense with any formal en- 
tertainment, the cruise being in no wise 
cer@monial or official, but educational. 
The men will be allowed as much liberty 
as’ possible, so that they may utilize 
their opportunities to the best advan- 
tage. 

The men left aboard the Wyoming 
spent their-time.in cleaning the ship, 
which didn’t seem to need it, as it looked 
spick and span in spite of the long voy- 
age. The American bluejackets§ are 
characterized as the smartest looking 
set that ever came to Malta, 

Fine Weather for Voyage. 

Commander Todd said the voyage waa 
uneventful. Since leaving Hamptor 
Roads the fleet had been favored wita 
beautiful weather and a large part of 
the time was spent in carrying out 
tactical and other evolutions.

ERE’'S a skyscraper revolution- 
ary—all glass except the skele- 
ton of steel and not a window 
in it. 

Paradoxica] as this may seem, it is 
true. Though 78 per cent of New York's 
newest building will be glass you can't 
lift a single window sash on any of its 
12 floors. The shining pile is to be sealed 
tight as a drum; but its ventilation will 
be perfection. Workers within will get 
their air freshly washed and dried out at 
the proper temperature year in and year 
out, no matter the heat or the cold on the 
other side of its four glass walls. In 
winter the*fresh atmosphere sucked in 
from without will be heated, in summer 
it will be cooled. It will be purified at 
all seasons of the year. No germs need 
apply. 

The glass building is 12 stories in 
height, but it will be the tallest 12-story 
building in the world. Its interior wil! 
be béfit to be noiseless, dustiess, draught. 
less, thanks to the sealing of it. It is 
being built to house the plant of the Hill 
Publishing Co. Its cest, $1,500,900, of 
which $300,000 is for the power plant 
alone. 

Fresh air enters at the sec ond floor and 
is washed and dried, passing through a 
shower chamber, where a blinding down.

Evil of Tobacco

He entered the Dark Con- 
tinemt at the Portuguese t:ading post of Benguella on 
ihe west coast, pierced into the wilderness /along the 
tortuous goat trail, which is the main highway of Cen- 
teal Africa, and founded a missionary station in a 
«Mff-perched house ove:loo’ ing Late Mweru. 
he plans scon to return, for the madly rushing civiliza- 
tion which he found on his return, in England and 
America, fills him with repugnance. 

_ “The first of a series of his encounters with lions be- 
gan as his caravan was toiling towards Lake Mweru. 
Warning came to him in the metaphoric phrase, “the 
forest is on fire.” Soon, indeed, the party was sur- 
rounded by a roaring of the royal beasts like that of a 
conflagration. Crawford relates these adventures in 
his recently published book; to which he gives the 
title, “Thinking Black.” 

‘The only alarm tng incident of the first night afte: 
the warning, he tells, was the rushing past of a troop 
of elephants, with a noise like thunder. They bathed 
for apn hour in the fens nearby, trumpeting with glee. 
But the next morning, on nearing the little town, he 
found the villagers outside, frantic with excitement and 
rravely roacting a lioness, which, diiven by the famine 
which then oppressed the country. had darinely leaped 
the 16-foot stockade and»: 
killed a woman.

A born linguist, Mushidi 
day by day pours out cataracts of vituperation on the bowed heads of his popula 
tion. ‘Son of a dog!’ and ‘Son of the dust!’ are the customary compliments he 
pays to his elder brother, Likuku.

The missionary describes a triumph at Bunkeya of one of Mushidi’s, victorious 
Generals, which the writer witnessed. With the jealous policy of a Roman Em- 
peror, the- King kept the General waiting for weeks on the remote outskirts of 
the city, simulating a yawn at every mention of his name.~ The Lunsgsala River 
was marked off as the General’s Rubicon, which, unlike Caesar, he did not dare to 
cross. But at last Mushidi yielded. 

He was dressed for the show in 30 yards of fine 
linen, and as his special royal jewels, hung about his 
neck a.series of scissors, looking glasses and curious 
sundries. He was carried aloft on a palanquin borne 
by 100 slaves. \ 

Throngs of warriors marched in, each carrying the 
putrifying skulls of the enemies they had slain, one 
brute carrying three dangling from his mouth. Upon 
the heap of heads the King placed his foct in token 
of victory. There were thousands of slaves, women 
and children, mostly. 

Mushidi greeted the General who had won for him 
with ostentatious contempt, and then, says Crawford: 

“Like Nero, who was vain of his music, Mushidi has 
the vanity to believe he can.dance.
